HISTORY OF THE 36TH FIELD 
ARTILLERY GROUP 


“In Order” is the motto of the 36th Field 
Artillery Group. “In Order’ has been its history, 
and “In Order”’ is its goal for the future. 


Officially, the present military lineage of the 
36th Field Artillery Group extends back to the 36th 
Field Artillery Regiment which was organized in 
1918. However, some linear association is thought 
to exist with a 36th Field Artillery (Regiment) that 
was active in the Philippine Insurrection at the turn 
of the century. A blood-stained guidon once belong- 
ing to Battery F, 36th Field Artillery, plus other 
now-destroyed pictorial evidence, gives indication 
of some relation with this older organization. 


The 36th Field Artillery Regiment was consti- 
tuted by the War Department on 5 July 1918 asa 
National Army Unit assigned to the 12th Division. 
On 7 August 1918, at Camp McClellan, Alabama, it 
was Officially organized as a 155mm howitzer regi- 
ment. The regiment remained at Camp McClellan 
for the balance of World War I and was demobilized 
at that station on 8 February 1919. 


More than ten years later, on 22 July 1929, the 
War Department reconstituted the 36th Field Artil- 
lery Regiment on the inactive list of Regular Army 
units. For all intents and purposes it remained a 
fully inactive unit for more than four years. It 
became partially active on 1 October 1933, when the 
Second Battalion, Fifth Field Artillery Regiment, 
was inactivated and its personnel were transferred 
to the concurrently activated Second Battalion of 
the 36th Field Artillery. This event took place at 
Fort Bragg, North Carolina, which was to be the 
home of the battalion for most of the following 
decade. 


Next significant step for the 36th was the choice 
of coat of arms, approved by the Office of the 
Quartermaster General on 18 April 1935, and the 
approval of the motto, “In Order.” 


On 29 September 1939, shortly after the out- 
break of World War II in Europe, the War De- 
partment decided to expand the existing Second 
Battalion of the 36th Field Artillery into a full 
regiment. Accordingly, this decision was imple- 
mented on 10 October 1939 when Headquarters and 
Headquarters Battery, 36th Field Artillery Regi- 
ment, was activated at Fort Bragg. 


By the end of 1939, the Regiment had reached 
full strength and was composed of a headquarters 
and headquarters battery and three battalions of 
two firing batteries each. By mid-summer of 1941, 
it had become the first U.S. Army field artillery 
regiment to be equipped with the 155mm gun and 
had been reorganized into two battalions of three 
batteries each. 


On activation the 36th became the gun regiment 
of the 13th Field Artillery Brigade, then stationed 
at Fort Bragg. The 13th Field Artillery Brigade 
was, in turn, the Corps Artillery Brigade for the 
I Army Corps, the headquarters of which was lo- 
cated at Columbia, South Carolina. 


Entering the early stages of the Allied offensive 
against the Axis, the regiment took part in the 
Tunisian Campaign, following which it saw action 
with the Seventh United States Army on Sicily. The 


Regiment was subsequently active in the Naples- 
Foggia and Rome-Arno Campaigns under the Fifth 
United States Army in Italy. 


On 5 March 1944, before the capture of Rome, 
Headquarters and Headquarters Battery of the 36th 
were redesignated Headquarters and Headquarters 
Battery, 36th Field Artillery Group, while the 
battalions organic to the Regiment were redesig- 
nated as separate field artillery battalions. 


Back under Seventh Army, the Group partici- 
pated in the assault landings in Southern France, 
earning an arrowhead for the streamer awarded for 
that campaign. Swinging into Germany, the Group 
subsequently was active in the Rhineland and Cen- 
tral Europe Campaigns. 

For its action in support of the engagements at 
Belfort and Alsace, Headquarters and Headquarters 
Battery of the Group received the French Croix de 
Guerre, with palm. Battle honors were also awarded 
the Group for the following campaigns: Tunisia, 
Sicily, Naples-Foggia, Rome-Arno, Southern France, 
Rhineland, Central Europe. 

After serving for a short time with the Army 
of Occupation in Germany, the unit was returned 
to the United States where it was inactivated at 
Camp Kilmer, New Jersey, on 1 April 1946. 


The 36th Field Artillery Group claims another 
post-war unit as a more immediate parent unit in 
the group’s present active life. This unit was the 
7732 Field Artillery Group, a European Command 
Table of Distribution organization, which was 
formed at Sonthofen, Germany, on 20 July 1948. 
Assigned to Headquarters, U.S. Constabulary, this 
unit was at one time the only field artillery group 
active in Europe and it remained in existence under 
Constabulary control and later under Seventh 
United States Army after the latter’s reactivation 
in November 1950. On 1 April 1951, the unit was 
disbanded. 


As a result of a Department of the Army action 
taken on 6 February 1951, implemented by Seventh 
Army on 21 March, Headquarters and Head- 
quarters Battery, 36th Field Artillery Group, was 
reactivated on 1 April 1951 at Sonthofen, Germany. 


On activation the Group was assigned to 
Seventh Army and remains so at this time. Follow- 
ing movement to its present home station at Baben- 
hausen, Germany, on 16 May 1951, the Group was 
attached to First Constabulary Brigade but was re- 
lieved from this attachment on 1 July. It was at- 
tached to V Corps on 10 September 1951 and on 
Corps order was further attached to V Corps Artil- 
lery. This attachment is still in effect at this time. 

As of June 1954, the 36th Field Artillery Group 
has the following attached units, with stations as 
shown:

In training exercises conducted in the U.S. Zone 
of Germany during the past few years, the 36th 
Field Artillery Group has acquired an excellent 
reputation. The high professional standards of 
training and operation evidenced by the group and 
its attached units has drawn many favorable com- 
ments from senior commanders. 

By coincidence the 36th Field Artillery Group 
occupies a kaserne once utilized by a unit of the 
German Army’s 36th Field Artillery Regiment. 
Actually, Babenhausen Kaserne, home of the 36th, 
is more than fifty years old and has had a varied 
role in the history of Germany and Europe. Since 
its completion in 1901, it has been, progressively, 
an army hospital, a veterinary hospital, a French

military post, a German police unit, civilian living 
quarters, a riding and driving school, Storm 
Trooper billets, a remount point, a prisoner of war 
center and a DP center. 


Following the designation of this kaserne as a 
semi-permanent U.S. military post, complete re- 
construction of the buildings and grounds was 
begun. When the last of the dependents’ housing is 
completed in January 1955, a total of 264 families, 
approximately 700 dependents, will be housed in 
Babenhausen. 


Present commanding officer of the 36th is 
Colonel William R. Calhoun, who assumed com- 
mand on 20 August 1953.

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Commanding Officer of the 36th Field Artillery 

Group, was born in Nashville, Tennessee, on 
10 September 1910. He attended Robertson Acad- 
emy outside of Nashville, and at the age of 12 
moved to Florence, Alabama. After graduation from 
Coffee High School in Florence, he was appointed to 
the Military Academy from Alabama. Graduation in 
1933 brought him his commission and assignment 
to the 11th Infantry at Fort Benjamin Harrison in 
Indiana. Two years later he was transferred to Field 
Artillery, stationed at Fort Knox with the first bat- 
talion of armored artillery. 

In 1938, Colonel Calhoun went to Fort Sill, Okla- 
homa, to the Battery Officers Course, and stayed on 
for the Advanced Motors Course. He left Fort Sill 
1 February 1940 and was assigned to the Fifth In- 
fantry Division being formed at Fort Knox. The 
division was sent to Fort McClellan, Alabama, where 
it was completely assembled and fitted out with 
modern equipment. Southern maneuvers took the 
Colonel to Louisiana in 1940, and then his division 
moved to Fort Custer, Michigan, for permanent sta- 
tion in September 1940. 

Colonel Calhoun was promoted to major and 
command of the 21st Field Artillery Battalion and 
took the Battalion to Iceland in April 1942. In Aug- 
ust of that year, he was assigned as Division Artil- 
lery S-3, and in November 1942, still in Iceland, 
promoted to lieutenant colonel, taking command of 
the 19th Field Artillery Battalion. 

In August 1943, his division moved to Tidworth 
Barracks, England, stayed three months and then 
moved north to Kilkeel, Ireland. At that time, 
Colonel Calhoun was again assigned as Division Ar- 
tillery S-3 and served in that capacity in Northern 
Ireland until April, 1944, when he took command 
of the 50th Field Artillery Battalion, and after a 
short period of training with that unit, sailed from 
Belfast and landed on Utah Beach in Normandy, 
D-Day plus 30. The Division assembled ashore and 
went into the line at Caumont and readied itself for 
the break-through. 

The Colonel served with the Division all through 
France, Luxembourg, Germany and was in Czecho- 
slovakia when the War ended. After one month of 
occupation at Passau, Germany, the Division was 
sent home for re-training and redeployment, but the 
end of the Japanese War found them at Fort Camp- 
bell, Kentucky. 

After six and one-half years with the Fifth Divi- 
sion, Colonel Calhoun was transferred to the United 
States Military Academy in command of the artil- 
lery detachment in June 1946. Two years at the 
Academy and then he was sent to Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, for the Command and General Staff 
School. Upon graduation in 1949, he remained at 
Leavenworth on the faculty. 

In 1951, Colonel Calhoun was sent to Carlisle 
Barracks to attend the Army War College, having 
been promoted to Colonel in 1950. He came over- 
seas in 1952, assigned as Chief of Military Personnel 
Branch in G-1 Division, USAREUR, in Heidelberg. 

20 August 1953, Colonel Calhoun took command 
of the 36th Field Artillery Group. The Silver Star, 
Legion of Merit, Air Medal, French Croix de Guerre, 
and Russian Medal of Merit are among the ribbons 
he is privileged to wear. 

Mrs. Calhoun is the former Anne Harlan of 
Florence, Alabama, whom Colonel Calhoun married 
in June 1938. They have three sons, ages 14, 13 and 
four. His family is with him in Germany.

has an extensive artillery background. It all 
began in July 1941 when he received his commis- 
sion and was assigned to Fort Warren, Wyoming, 
with the 188th Field Artillery Regiment, as it was 
called at that time. 

When the 76th Field Artillery executed a station 
change, Lt. Colonel Quante traveled with them to 
Fort Lewis, Washington. The time was immediately 
following Pearl Harbor. 

In 1943, Lt. Colonel Quante transferred to the 
Vosrd Field Artillery, located at Camp Beale, Cali- 
fornia. He attended the Basic and Advanced Officers 
Schocl in Field Artillery at Fort Sill, Oklahoma. 


In July 1944, it was overseas—landing in France, 
and on to Germany with the 753rd. The up-and- 
coming artillery officer saw plenty of action before 
the end of the War, and following those busy days, 
remained on occupation duty for a short time.

His trip back to the States came in November 
1945 when he took the 695th Armored Field Artil- 
lery “home.” This move was followed by reassign- 
ment to 274th Armored Field Artillery Battalion at 
Camp Bowie, Texas. Later, he moved on to Camp 
Polk, Louisiana. 

Next tour of duty was another trip overseas, 
this time to Japan in January 1945. He was kept 
busy with Military Government duties in the 
Hokkaido Government District until December 1949. 

The Army Field Forces Board No. 1 at Fort 
Bragg, North Carolina, was Lt. Colonel Quante’s 


next stop, where he found the testing of new field 
artillery equipment a most satisfying work. This 
was followed by attendance at the General Staff 
Course at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, in January 
1953: 


In June 1953, Lt. Colonel Quante arrived in Ger- 
many to take the position of Executive Officer of 
the 36th Field Artillery Group. 


Lt. Colonel Quante wears three campaign rib- 
bons—those of Northern France, Rhineland and 
Central Europe campaigns—plus the Bronze Star 
and Commendation Medal. 


His wife and four children are in Germany 
with him. Besides family duties, he finds time for 
the responsibility of the presidency of the Baben- 
hausen Rod and Gun Club and presidency of the 
Board of Governors of the Officers Club.

LTHOUGH LT. COLONEL JAMES OB. 
A GREEN, Commanding Officer of the 18th 
Battalion, is looking forward to his new 
assignment with G-1 in Heidelberg, he leaves the 
18th with many regrets. He found working with 
the troops, in contrast to desk-side duties, particu- 
larly satisfying, and is very proud of “his boys.” 

Lt. Col. Green entered the service in 1939, via the 
Thomason Act, participating in a Competitive Tour 
of the R.O.T.C. A Columbia, Missouri, native, he was 
graduated from the University of Missouri in 1938. 

His commission came through in 1940 at Fort 
Riley, Kansas, and his first assignment proved to be 
the Third Field Artillery Battalion. He was trans- 
ferred to the Hawaiian Division in March 1941. This 
Division was reactivated to the 24th and 25th Divi- 
sions, and Lt. Colonel Green remained with the 24th. 
With this unit, he served in Hawaii, New Guinea, 
the Philippines, and has stored up considerable 
memories of Schofield Barracks at the time of Pearl 
Harbor, the landing on ‘“‘A”’ Day at Leyte, and being 
a member of the first unit to land in the Philippines. 

He returned to the States in April 1945, and was 
stationed behind a desk with the War Department, 
G-3 Division, in Washington, D.C. After desk duties, 
he familiarized himself with the newest field 
weapons at the Advanced Course at the Artillery 
School at Fort Sill, Oklahoma. He stayed on at the 
old Fort for three years, both on the staff and on 
the faculty. 

In 1951 and 1952 he attended the Command and 
General Staff School at Fort Leavenworth, and then 
prepared himself for overseas duties. He has held 
the command of the 18th Field Artillery since 
December 1952. 

Lt. Col. Green modestly claims “the usual cam- 
paign and service ribbons.” He recalls fondly the ar- 
tillery days when horses were still used, but mili- 
tary duties and active family affairs in Babenhausen 
leave him no time for riding these days. 

The best wishes of the Battalion go with him 
in his new assignment.

T. COL DELBERT L. JELLUM takes over the 
L command of the 18th Field Artillery Battalion 
from Lt. Col James B. Green. 

Entering the service via the National Guard in 
1937, after a boyhood spent in Hill City and Grand 
Rapids, Minnesota, Lt. Col. Jellum received his 
commission in 1940. 

Lt Col. Jellum was assigned to Battery C, First 
Battalion, 151st Field Artillery Regiment, 34th In- 
fantry Division and was inducted into Federal serv- 
ice with that unit on 10 February 1941. 

After attending the Battery Officers Course at 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma, in late 1941, Lt. Col. Jellum 
rejoined his unit which had been reorganized and 
was then designated as Battery C, 175th Field 
Artillery Battalion. He became the executive officer 
and then commander of the new Battery C. He 
remained in command through June 1945, and took 
the unit through combat in Africa and Italy, land- 
ing at Algiers and Salerno. He was in Italy at the 
end of the war. 

Upon return to the States, his next assignment 
was with the ROTC in the Detroit, Michigan, public 
schools. During the integration program after the 
war, Lt. Col. Jellum became a member of the 
Regular Army. After three years in Detroit he was 
sent to the Advanced Officers Artillery Course at 
Fort Sill in August 1949. Ten months in attendance 
there brought the then Captain Jellum to the 529th 
Field Artillery Observation Battalion. He served 
with that battalion at Fort Sill, and overseas at 
Baumholder and Karlsruhe, Germany. He left the 
529th to take over command of the 18th Field 
Artillery Battalion on 3 June 1954. Meanwhile, he 
had attained the rank of major in September 1950, 
and lieutenant colonel on 29 April 1954. 

Among the service ribbons and decorations he 
wears are the American Theater Ribbon, the Euro- 
pean Theater Ribbon and Silver Star. 

His wife and three children are with him in 
Germany. 
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HE many achievements and undertakings of 

the 18th Field Artillery Battalion since its 

conception thirty-seven years ago have given 
it an enviable reputation. 

Parent unit of the 18th was known as the “New 
York Company of Artillery,” founded on 6 January 
1776, when the Provincial Congress of New York 
voted to raise a company of artillery. Alexander 
Hamilton was its first commander, and its troops 
fought bravely in the Revolutionary War. 

On 7 March 1821, redesignated as Company F, 
Fourth U.S. Artillery, the company provided pro- 
tection for settlers on the Western Frontier, and 
also fought in the war with Mexico. Still later, 
Company F was redesignated Battery F and under 
its new name, fought in the Civil War. 

At the famed Battle of Gettysburg, Battery F 
was in support of General Slocum’s XII Corps. This 
engagement is of significance to the 18th in that its 
present day shield commemorates that action. The 
fish-hook in the upper left hand corner of the shield 
is representative of the shape of the Union battle 
lines, and the star appearing in conjunction with the 
fish-hook was taken from the insignia of General 
Slocum’s XII Corps. 

On 21 April 1901, after having participated in 
the war with Spain and serving a tour in the 
Philippines, Battery F was redesignated the 8th 
Battery, U.S. Field Artillery. On 1 June 1907, the 
Sth Battery became Battery D of the 5th Field 
Artillery Regiment. 

Shortly after the United States became involved 
in World War I, a cadre of officers and men of 
Battery D was sent to Fort Bliss, Texas, as the 
nucleus of the 1st Battalion, 18th Field Artillery 
Regiment. The initial organization was dated 1 June 
1917, and the Battalion’s primary weapon was a 
horse-drawn 155mm howitzer. It was this Battalion 
which was destined to become the unit known today 
as the 18th Field Artillery Battalion, and from 
which the 18th derives its present official battle 
honors and lineage. 

The 18th went overseas in April 1918, and so 
effectively did it contribute to Franco-American 
success in the second Battle of the Marne, the 
French Government awarded the unit the Croix de 
Guerre. From the citation which came with the 
decoration, the present battalion motto is taken: 
“Per aspera ad astra’—Through difficulties to the 
stars. 

In its months of combat in World War I, the 
Battalion earned battle honors in the campaigns of 
Champagne-Marne, Aisne-Marne, St. Mihiel, Meuse-

Argonne and Champagne. Upon termination of 
fighting, the 18th remained in Germany for occupa- 
tion duty, and at that time, exchanged its horses for 
trucks and tractors, becoming completely motorized. 
In the summer of 1919 the 18th stood its last full 
formation of World War I at Camp Merit, New 
Jersey. 

Re-activation took place at Fort Sill, Okla- 
homa, in 1922, and for many years, the 18th served 
as school troops for the Field Artillery School. 


On 1 March 1943 the Ist Battalion, 18th Field 
Artillery Regiment was redesignated the 685th 
Field Artillery Battalion, but it remained under its 
old Regimental Headquarters, redesignated 18th 
Field Artillery Group. 

The Battalion began preparation for war-time 
duties at Camp Gordon, Georgia in June 1943, and 
on 9 August 1943, was again redesignated, this time 
as the 18th Field Artillery Battalion. 

After participation in many maneuvers and 
tests, the 18th crossed the Atlantic and landed at 
Wales. It proceeded to Walsall, England, which 
became its permanent station there. The Battalion 
landed at Utah Beach, France on 5 July 1944, and 
was assigned to First Army, attached to VIII Corps, 
and further attached to the 8th Infantry Division. 
Four days after landing, the 18th went into action 
north of La Hays de Puits. 


Late in 1945 the 18th returned to the United 
States and inactivated 3 March 1946 at Camp Kil- 
mer, New Jersey. Its World War II battle record 
included the campaigns of Normandy, Northern 
France, Ardennes, Central Europe and the Rhine- 
land, during which it traveled 7,420 miles since the 
Normandy landing. It had been attached to two 
armies, eight corps, sixteen divisions, and one 
cavalry group in its mission as a separate light field 
artillery battalion and a 4.5 rocket battalion. 

On August 1, 1946 the Battalion was again re- 
activated as a 155mm Gun Battalion (SP), and in 
mid-1951, following the outbreak of hostilities in 
Korea, was again ordered to Europe to augment 
troops of the Seventh Army. It proceeded to its 
permanent station at Babenhausen, Germany, and 
at first lived in a tent camp until rehabilitation of 
the kaserne’s buildings was completed in December 
of 1951) 

During its three years in Germany on this tour, 
the 18th is justly proud of its standing at the top of 
similar units in the Seventh Army which is uni- 
versally credited with having the _ best-trained 
troops in the history of the United States Army.

517th Field Artillery Battalion 


HILE the 517th Field Artillery Battalion 

assumes its present role as an important 

segment in the guarding of freedom in 
Western Europe, it looks back with pride on its 
many World War II battle honors, and also looks 
ahead to achievements of the future. 


The 517th Field Artillery Battalion was born of 
its parent unit, the 35th Field Artillery Regiment, 
a National Army Unit. The 35th was constituted 
5. July 1918, and organized 9 August 1918 at Camp 
McClellan, Alabama. The end of World War I 
erased the possibility of the 35th seeing action 
overseas, and it was demobilized 8 February 1919 
and reconstituted as an inactive unit of the Regular 
Army on 22 July 1929. 

Activation took place 10 February 1941 at Camp 
Blanding, Florida. Its First Battalion was _ re- 
organized and redesignated the 976th Field Artil- 
lery Battalion on 1 March 1948, inactivated 6 March 
1946 at Camp Kilmer, New Jersey and redesignated 
the 517th Field Artillery Battalion on 5 February 
1947. 

The 517th was activated at Sonthofen, Germany 
on 20 May 1949 with personnel and equipment 
formerly composing the 94th Field Artillery Bat- 
talion. 

In October 1949 the 517th changed permanent 
station from Sonthofen to Wetzlar, Germany. 
Another important change occurred 8 March 1951 
when the 517th was released from US Constabulary 
assignment and assigned to Seventh Army. Three 
days later, another change in permanent station 
took place with the Battalion moving from Wetzlar 
to Buedingen, Germany. 

On 10 July 1951 the 517th was attached to 36th 
Field Artillery Group, and on 10 September 1951 
further attached to V Corps. Redesignation as an 
Armored Field Battalion came about on 10 Septem- 
ber 1951. 

World War II Battle Honors which the 517th is 
privileged to display are for the following 
campaigns: Naples-Foggia, Rome-Arno, Southern 
France (with Arrowhead), Rhineland, Central 
Europe and Ardennes-Alsace. 

During the past year sports activities were of 
particular interest to the men of the 517th because 
of the many outstanding teams. Organizational Day 
ceremonies 20 May 1954 saw trophies presented to 
the following teams: 

A Battery’s football and softball teams for 
36th Field Artillery Group and V Corps champion- 
ships. 

Headquarters Battery’s basketball team for the 
36th Field Artillery Group championship, and for 
placing second in V Corps Tournament. 

Headquarters Battery also won the 36th Field 
Artillery Group Volleyball Tournament. 

Not only in sports events, but in all activities, 
the 517th follows its Motto: En Avant Toujours 
(Forward Always). The 517th’s shield is red with a 
diagonal band in gold —representative of Field 
Artillery and honorable service. The crest—a gold 
demi-lion, reared up in defending position, on a 
wreath in the colors of red and gold—denotes 
courage and a willingness to defend the country.

T. COLONEL JAMES O. MILLOTT, Com- 
manding Officer of the 517th Armored Field 
Artillery Battalion from 10 September 1952 

until 20 June 1954, was born in Sandusky, Ohio, 
his home town for 35 years. He graduated from 
Sandusky High School. 

In 1936, he enlisted in Battery “E”’, 135th Field 
Artillery Regiment in Sandusky, part of the 37th 
Division of the Ohio National Guard.

HE 519th Field Artillery Battalion has an in- 
i teresting and outstanding history. 

Originally the Second Battalion of the 
30th Field Artillery Regiment organized in August 
1918, and later known as the 977th Field Artillery 
Battalion, the 519th received its actual redesignation 
as such on 5 February 1947. It was called back to 
active duty at Sonthofen, Germany, 20 May 1949, 
as part of the U.S. Constabulary Forces. 


Meanwhile it had acquired Battle Honors for the 
campaigns of Naples-Foggia, Anzio, Rome-Arno, 
Southern France, Rhineland, Ardennes-Alsace and 
Central Europe. It had fired in support of three 
armies, five corps, 21 divisions, three brigades and 
six regiments. The battalion saw 492 days of combat, 
and suffered 205 casualties. Total missions fired: 
5,934; total rounds: 118,710, for an average of 241 
rounds. Number of gun tubes worn out: 84. 


“Power and Vigilance” is the motto of the 519th. 
Its power was ably demonstrated in the record it 
chalked up during World War II; its vigilance goes 
unquestioned as it takes its stand as a proud unit 
of the U.S. Army on the job in Western Europe. 


The Shield of the 519th indicates its lineage from 
the 35th Field Artillery Regiment. The red interior 
together with the diagonal bar was the shield of the 
35th Regiment. The present shield was produced by 
adding a plain border about the original shield, and 
addition of fleur-de-lis as a symbol of World War II 
service in the European Theater. 


A change in permanent duty station was made 
from Sonthofen to Babenhausen on — March 1951. 
While in Germany, the 519th has participated in 
every major maneuver and achieved an enviable 
record for speed and accuracy in firing. There is no 
question that the men serving with the 519th Field 
Artillery Battalion are proud to do so.

stituted in the Army of the United States, 
organic to the 93rd Infantry Division on 1 
January 1942. 

Activation took place at Fort Huachuca, Arizona, 
on 15 May 1942 along with its sister organization, 
the 594th Field Artillery Battalion. During the 
period 15 May 1942 to 31 January 1944, the Battal- 
ion conducted a complete training cycle in prepara- 
tion for overseas movement. After this training, the 
Battalion moved from Fort Huachuca to Essex, 
California, with the 93rd Infantry Division, partici- 
pated in Army Forces tests at Iron Mountain and 
departed for Camp Stoneman on 25 January 1944. 


Next move was to Fort Mason, San Francisco, 
on 30 January 1944 and on the next day, the unit 
boarded the USS Willard A. Holbrook for the voyage 
overseas. The Battalion crossed the equator on 8 
February 1944, and disembarked on Kokumbona 
Beach, Guadalcanal, on 17 February 1944. 

On 26 March, 1944 the 593rd departed Guadal- 
canal as part of the 25th Regiment Combat Team 
and arrived in Yorokina, Bougaineville, on 28 March 
1944. On arrival the unit was attached to Americal 
Division Artillery by the formation of an artillery 
battalion group with the 246th Field Artillery Bat- 
talion. During the Bougaineville campaign, the 
593rd was in direct support of the 25th Infantry, 
fired missions in support of the 182nd Infantry and 
93rd Provisional Brigade. 

On 15 July 1944 the 593rd departed Bougaine- 
ville for Green Island for advance training and 
maintenance preparatory to movement to Finsch- 
hafen, New Guinea, in February 1945. The 
Battalion moved on to Hollandia, and further, to 
Morotai, Netherland East Indies. On Morotai the 
unit was placed in direct support of the Second 
Battalion, 268th Infantry Division. Still later, the 
unit proceeded to Mindanao, Philippine Islands, and 
by 15 December 1945, the men started departing for 
disposition to the States. Battalion Commander, 
Staff, and battery commanders were relieved of 
assignment and duty 4 January 1946. 

The 593rd was deactivated on 3 February 1946, 
relieved from assignment to 93rd Infantry Division 
and allotted to the Regular Army on 20 October 
1950. In the meantime, the unit had won Battle

Late in the year 1950, the 593rd was again 
activated as a Regular Army Unit with headquar- 
ters as Camp Rucker, Aabama, attached to V 
Corps Artillery, and further attached to 190th 
Field Artillery Group. 

A complete basic training program was set up 
for the Battalion at Camp Polk, Louisiana, with 
completion in March 1951, and preparation for over- 
seas duties starting in April 1951. 

On 23 March 1952 the battalion departed Camp 
Polk, Louisiana, for New Orleans Port of Embarka- 
tion, and left for the European Command aboard 
the USNS General Hersey, enroute to Bremerhaven, 
Germany. Assignment to Seventh Army, V Corps, 
and designation as part of the 36th Field Artillery 
Group took place soon after arrival. Home station at 
that time was Nellingen, Germany. 

On 18 July 1952 the Battalion received per- 
manent change of station orders from Nellingen to 
Babenhausen. The new station was at first a com- 
plete tent camp until permanent type buildings 
were completed. 

Early in 1953, 101 replacements arrived in the 
battalion, just in time for a CMI (command main- 
tenance inspection) conducted by the 36th Group. 
This was a warm-up inspection for the semi-annual 
CMI that came in March, pulled by V Corps. 

In April the battalion moved to Baumholder for 
battery tests and firing of individual weapons. Next 
came a border patrol mission. Grafenwohr and the 
battalion test finished the month of May. After the 
annual IG (inspector general) inspection in July, 
the battalion moved to Grafenwohr again to partici- 
pate in 36th Group tests during October. 


Organization Day, 27 November, featured ath- 
letic and drill contests and displays, observed by 
numerous distinguished guests and visitors. In 1953 
the battalion participated in the following maneu- 
vers: Operation Boatride, 2-15 February; Exercise 
Monte Carlo, 4 August-17 September; and Maneuver 
Power Play, 25-29 August. 

Among the VIPs who visited the battalion during 
the past year were Maj. Gen. Swift, on 16 July; 
Brig. Gen. Futch, 21 July; and Brig. Gen. Daniels, 
16 July, 17 August, and 2 December. 
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of the 593rd Field Artillery Battalion, is a 

native of Danville, Illinois. He attended the 
University of Illinois from 1932 thru 1936. While at 
college, he participated in ROTC and received his 
commission in the Artillery in June 1936. 

Lt. Colonel Bidle’s first Army asignment, as a 
second lieutenant, was battery officer with the First 
Field Artillery Regiment at Fort Sill, Oklahoma in 
1936 and 1937. His next duty took him to Fort 
Brady CCC District, at Sault Saint Marie, Michigan. 
This was followed by a transfer to the 349th Field 
Artillery Regiment in 1940-41. 

Next major assignment was with the 77th Field 
Artillery Regiment, an outfit he remained with 
throughout the war years of 1941 through 1944. He 
saw active duty in North Africa, Sicily and Italy, 
as a battery commander, with the 77th before 
returning Stateside. 

His first duties in the States were as a battery 
commander with the 484th Field Artilley Battalion 
at Camp Hood, Texas. A change in the type of duty 
assignment occurred next for Lt. Colonel Bidle when 
he transferred to the Army Ground Forces as a 
liaison officer at the San Francisco Port of Embar- 
kation. 

Second European tour of duty occurred in 1946 
for Lt. Colonel Bidle. He was sent to Fulda, Ger- 
many, where he worked with the DP problem. He 
returned from Fulda to Fort Hood, Texas, and 
joined the 2nd Armored Division. Here he was on 
hand to assist with the reactivation of the 597th 
Armored Field Artillery Battalion, and later re- 
turned to Germany, for his third overseas tour, with 
that battalion in 1952. Until assignment to the 593rd 
Field Artillery Battalion on 15 May 1954, Lt. Col. 
Bidle remained with the 597th as Battalion Exec- 
utive officer. 

Lt. Colonel Bidle wears the campaign ribbons of 
Sicily, Anzio, and Rome-Arno in addition to the 
usual service ribbons. His wife and two children are 
living presently in Temple, Texas.

tivated and constituted in the Army of the 

United States as part of the 93rd Infantry 
Division at Fort Huachuca, Arizona, May 15, 1942. 
In World War II as a direct support battalion of the 
368th RCT, the 594th participated in campaigns in 
New Guinea, the Northern Solomons, and _ the 
Southern Philippines. 


On 3 February 1946, at Camp Stoneman, Cali- 
fornia, the 594th Field Artillery Battalion was in- 
activated and was an inactive unit of the 94th 
Infantry Division until 19 October 1950. On that 
date the unit was relieved from its inactive status 
and was allotted to the Regular Army. 


1 November 1950, the 594th was again activated 
at Camp Polk, Louisiana, as a Regular Army Gen- 
eral Reserve Unit. The Battalion trained in the 
rugged Louisiana maneuver area and remained at 
Camp Polk until its movement to Europe. 


The officers and men of the 594th respond to the 
Motto: ‘‘Any Front,” which expresses the ability of 
the battalion to direct the lightning-like fire on any 
enemy regardless of where they may be located. 

The distinctive insignia is a bendelet dancete sur- 
mounted by the conventional symbol of a howitzer 
battery in position. The bendelet dancete is a symbol

of the tremendous lightning-like striking power of 
the howitzer battery which represents the ability 
to deliver fire promptly and effectively. These sym- 
bols are superimposed on a shield of Field Artillery 
Scarlet. 

Complying with the motto of ‘‘Any Front,” the 
unit proceeded to comply with the latest orders 
which were to proceed to the New Orleans Port of 
Embarkation for shipment to Bremerhaven, Ger- 
many. On 15 January 1952, the 594th departed 
Camp Polk, Louisiana, by rail for New Orleans and 
embarked 16 January on the USNS Gen S. D. 
Sturgis. An intermediate stop was made at Puerto 
Rico, 20 January 1952. 


The 594th arrived at Bremerhaven Port on 1 
February 1952. The Battalion immediately entrained 
for Mannheim, Germany, and closed home station, 
Coleman Barracks, Sandhofen, Germany, 2 Febru- 
ary 1952: 

Highlights of the past year include the perman- 
ent change of home station from Sandhofen, to 
Rivers Barracks, Giessen, Germany; winning the 
Finch Trophy for highest score in the battalion test;

competition; and participation in Exercise Monte 
Carlo, the Seventh Army Maneuver, and Exercise 
Powerplay, V Corps Maneuver.

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COLONEL T. L. LIPSCOMB, Command- 

i ing Officer of the 594th Field Artillery 
Battalion, in speaking of his military career; “I’ve 
just tried to be a good artillery officer.” 

Born in Muskogee, Oklahoma, Lt. Colonel 
Lipscomb entered the Military Academy from there 
in 1932. After graduation from the Point in 1936, 
he was commissioned in the field artillery and has 
been a ‘‘good artillery officer” ever since. 

His first assignments were definitely on the 
pleasant side, leading off with a station at The Pre- 
sidio, Monterey, California, and then in 1939, pro- 
motion to first lieutenant and a transfer to the Gold-

there went overseas with the 412th Field Artillery

on 15 October 1942, the 597th Armored Field 
Artillery Battalion has recorded a history of 
achievement in war and peace. 

As a part of the renowned 92nd Infantry Di- 
vision, the 597th participated in Italy as the organic 
medium artillery battalion of the Division. It earned 
itself battle honors in the bitter fighting in the 
North Apennine and Po Valley campaigns. It was 
awarded the Italian Cross for Merit of War by the 
Minister of War, Royal Italian Army. 

Upon returning to the United States, the 597th 
was inactivated at Camp Miles Standish, Massachu- 
setts on 24 November 1945, and on 20 October 1950, 
it was relieved from assignment to the 92nd Division 
and redesignated the 597th Armored Field Artillery 
Battalion, Regular Army. 

Reactivation for the unit took place on 20 No- 
vember 1950 at Fort Hood, Texas. Departure from 
the New Orleans Port of Embarkation took place 


S INCE its activation at Camp Atterbury, Indiana, 


21 February 1952. On 6 March 1952, the 597th 
arrived at Bremerhaven Port of Embarkation and 
moved to temporary duty station at Fussen, Ger- 
many. On 5 May 1952 the 597th established per- 
manent station at Fliegerhorst Kaserne, Hanau, 
Germany, its present station. 

Since its arrival in Germany, the 597th has 
maintained a high status of professional efficiency, 
proving itself over and over in a wide variety of 
field exercises, tests, inspections. 

The 597th’s crest is red in color, representing the 
field artillery. Its function of intensive firing power 
is illustrated by the rows of shells. Motto of the 
597th is “Cooperation and Courage,” expressive of 
the characteristics of the personnel in the perform- 
ance of their duties. 

Significant events of the past year for the 597th 
were athletic achievements in winning the 36th FA 
Group Basketball Championship and the taking of 
runner-up honors in softball and bowling.

HE MILITARY CAREER OF LT. COLONEL 
i JAMES G. KALERGIS, former Commanding 
Officer of the 597th Field Artillery Battalion, 
began as an enlisted man. After attending high 
school in his home town of Lowell, Massachusetts, 
and graduating from lBoston University and 
R.O.T.C. in 1938, Lt. Colonel Kalergis followed his 
enlistment with a commission in 1941. He was with 
the Ninth Division at the time. 

After attendance at OCS in February 1942 at 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma, he furthered his military edu- 
cation with more studies at the Field Artillery 
School at the same post. 

In 1943 he was assigned to the 7th Infantry 
Division and remained with the same outfit through- 
out the war, both for training and overseas duties 
in France and Germany. He saw action in the Saar- 
brucken area, before returning to the United States 
in the Fall of 1945. 

In July 1946, it was assignment to Korea with 
the 7th Division Artillery for the New England of- 
ficer. He stayed in Korea until the Fall of 1948. 


His return Stateside was marked by assignment 
to St. Bonaventure University in upstate New York 
as Assistant Professor of Military Science and Tac- 
tics. He left the role of teacher to once again be- 
come a student—this time at the Fort Sill Field 
Artillery School in July 1951 for the Advanced 
Course. 

His second trip to Europe brought him to V 
Corps Artillery at Darmstadt in August and Sep- 
tember 1952. A short time later, October 1952, he 
assumed command of the 597th AFA Battalion 
and left this post, regretfully, 15 June 1954, to 
take on new duties with the Fourth Infantry Divi- 
sion Artillery at Hanau.

He saw the Second Battalion of the 77th re- 
organized in January 1944 to become the 631st Field 
Artillery at Cassino, and he stayed with that bat- 
talion until the end of the War. 


Lt. Colonel Christiansen delayed his return to the 
States, and for excellent reasons. He met and mar-\ 
ried an Italian girl from Florence, and consequently, - 
stayed in Italy until 1947. After being released 
from active duty in 1947 he established his home 
at Minot, North Dakota and lived there until being 
recalled to active duty with the 465th Field Artil- 
lery in 1950 as Battalion Executive Officer. 


He remained with the 465th through September 
1943 and was then assigned to the 887th Field Ar- 
tillery as S-3. He assumed the duties of Com- 
manding Officer of the 597th Field Artillery Bat- 
talion on 15 June 54.

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HE 465TH FIELD ARTILLERY BATTALION 

was originally organized as the 465th Glider 

Field Artillery Battalion (75 mm Pack How- 
itzers) at Fort Bragg in March 1943. 

After training as part of the Airborne Command 
at Laurinburg Maxton Army Air Base at Laurin- 
burg, North Carolina, it was reorganized as the 
465th Parachute Field Artillery Battalion in Janu- 
ary 1944. 

In April 1944, the 465th was relieved from as- 
signment to XIII Corps and was reassigned to XVIII 
Corps; departed from Hampton Roads on the ‘“‘Fred- 
erick Lykes,” and arrived at Finschafen, New Guin- 
ea, in June 1944. 

From New Guinea, the 465th Parachute Field 
Battalion moved to Tac Loban, P.I., and was as- 
signed to Sixth Army, and later attached to I Corps. 
During this period in the South Pacific, the Battalion 
was awarded battle streamers for the Southern Phil- 
ippines Campaign, New Guinea Campaign and the 
Luzon Campaign. 

The 465th was inactivated in October 1946, re- 
assigned to Fifth Army as an Organized Reserve 
Unit, and was activated at Minot, North Dakota as 
a Class “‘B”’ Organized Reserve Unit. 

In September 1950, the 465th Field Artillery 
Battalion was reactivated as an 8 in. Howitzer Bat- 
talion, and moved to Camp McCoy, Wisconsin, where 
it remained as a training battalion until March 1952. 

At that time, under the command of Lt. Colonel 
Hugh F. Knight, the 465th moved from Camp Mc- 
Coy to the New York Port of Embarkation from 
which it departed for Europe aboard the USNS 
“Stewart”? on March 28, 1952. The Battalion was 
first assigned to Seventh Army, attached to V Corps 
and further attached to the 142nd Field Artillery 
Group at Baumholder, Germany, in April 1952. 

After a year of intensive training at Baumholder, 
the Battalion was reassigned to the 30th Field Artil- 
lery Group and was moved to Darmstadt, Germany 
in April 1953. Following Battalion and Group train- 
ing exercises at Grafenwoehr, the Battalion partici- 
pated in Exercises ‘‘Monte Carlo” and ‘“‘Power Play” 
under the command of Lt. Colonel Millard Shaw, to 
climax the year’s training. 

In March 1954, the 465th proceeded to Baum- 
holder, Germany, where the firing batteries partici- 
pated in battery tests, conducted by 30th Field Artil- 
lery Group, and in August 1954, they proceeded to 
Grafenwoehr to participate in the annual battalion 
tests conducted by V Corps Artillery. 

On 23 August 1954, the 465th was attached to 
the 36th Field Artillery Group at Babenhausen, but 
remained at Darmstadt. Again, another successful 
training year was climaxed by exercise “Indian 
Summer.”

the Rhineland and Central Europe in the early 

part of 1945, an attack that culminated in the 
defeat of Nazi Germany, the 8-inch howitzers of the 
748th Field Artillery Battalion, predecessor to the 
816th Field Artillery Battalion, pumped out their 
shells to support advancing infantry and break 
down German resistance. 

Streamers for the artillery role played by the 
battalion in the Rhineland and Central European 
campaigns are flown today on the color standards of 
the 816th Field Artillery Battalion, as the unit has 
been designated since 18 December 1946. 

The unit was constituted originally in the Army 
of the United States on 11 March 1944, and sailed 
for the European Theatre of Operations six months 
later, after intensive training at Camp Shelby, Mis- 
sissippi. With the end of hostilities on the European 
continent, the unit was prepared for return to the 
United States, and on 12 December 1945, it departed 
from Le Havre, France, aboard the ‘‘'George Wash- 
ington.” 

The Battalion was deactivated at Camp Kilmer, 
New Jersey, on 22 December 1945, and was reacti- 
vated one year later as the 816th Field Artillery 
Battalion, an Organized Reserve Class ‘“‘B” Unit as- 
signed to the Fifth Army. Lt. Col. Robert R. Glenn 
was named Battalion Commander, and headquarters 
were established at Columbia, Missouri. 

Members of Headquarters, “‘B,” and “C” Bat- 
teries held bi-weekly meetings in Columbia, while 
Service Battery drilled in Fayette, Missouri, and ‘A”’ 
Battery a few miles south in Jefferson City. All bat- 
teries journeyed to Camp McCoy, Wisconsin, during 
the summers of 1949 and 1950 for two weeks of 
training. 

With the outbreak of the Korean War in the

summer of 1950, many reserve units were ordered 
to active duty, among them the 816th Field Artil- 
lery Battalion on 18 September 1950. The Battalion 
underwent intensive training at Camp Rucker, Ala- 
bama, and Camp Polk, Louisiana, prior to sailing 
again for Europe. Four of the present day members 
of the unit, WOJG Dewey M. Taylor, M Sgt Wilbur 
G. Conner, M Sgt Robert L. Claus, and SFC Lee E. 
Zumwalt, served with the Battalion at that time. 

During the latter portion of its pre-overseas 
training, the Battalion lost its commander when Lt. 
Col. Glenn was transferred. He was succeeded by a 
U.S. Military Academy graduate, Lt. Col. Raymond 
B. Firehock. Three days before the Battalion was 
scheduled to board ship, Lt. Col. Firehock received 
an assignment to the Pentagon. Lt. Col. John T. 
Strawbridge, a Purdue University graduate, and for- 
mer instructor at the department of observation at 
the Artillery School, Ft. Sill, Oklahoma, took over 
the Battalion. 

After a two-week trip from Camp Polk, the 
816th Field Artillery Battalion established perma- 
nent quarters at Baumholder, Germany, under the 
142nd Field Artillery Group. Ten months later it 
moved to its present home at Darmstadt, Germany, 
where it was under control of the 30th Field Artil- 
lery Group until 23 August 1954, when it was trans- 
ferred to the 36th Field Artillery Group. 

In Darmstadt, the Battalion has been com- 
manded successively by Lt. Col. Robert E. Strupp 
and, since 5 September 1953, by Lt. Col. Fred F. 
White. 

The Battalion’s red crest with a yellow ring of 
fire surrounding a wavy purple area symbolizing 
one of the first Field Artillery Bns to fire across the 
Rhine proclaims the unit’s motto: Ready With Sup- 
port.

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T. COL. FRED F. WHITE, the 816th Field Artil- 
lery Battalion’s commanding officer, will not tell 
war stories because he has ‘Sheard so many of 

them,”’ but the seven battle stars on his European 
Campaign Ribbon testify to the fact that he has seen 
plenty of action in the service of his country. 

During World War II, he served as Battalion S-3 
with the 141st Field Artillery Battalion, which 
fought in the Italian campaign, participated in land- 
ings on the Anzio beachhead, conducted an amphibi- 
ous assault on Southern France, and fought through 
France, Germany, and Austria. Lt. Col. White wears 
the Presidential Unit Citation awarded the 141st, 
along with seven other decorations, including the 
Bronze Star, Army Commendation Ribbon, World 
War II Victory Medal, Occupation Medal, and the 
European Campaign Medal. 

The thirty-nine year old battalion commander 
took control of the 816th on 5 September 1953. 
Commanding a battalion was nothing new to him, 
however, for, as a major, he trained the 597th 
Field Artillery Battalion and brought it overseas 
in February 1952. 

Lt. Col. White, whose favorite pastime is fishing 
and who admits to doing a little bowling, claims 
Oklahoma as his native state. He was born in Alex, 
attended high school in Norman, graduated from 
high school in Cushing in 1934, and attended the 
University of Oklahoma in Norman, from which he 
was graduated in 1938 with a bachelor of science 
degree in business administration and a commission 
as a second lieutenant in the Officer Reserve Corps. 
A few months after leaving college he married an 
Oklahoma girl, and is now the father of a daughter, 
Susanne, 12, and a son, Thomas, 7. 

He has performed a variety of jobs for the 
Army. Several times in his career Lt. Col. White 
was attached to the Artillery School at Ft. Sill, 
Oklahoma, as instructor and assistant director in 
the department of motors and instructor in gunnery. 
From January 1941 to June 1943 he was a FO ina 
firing battery and battalion motor officer and a bat- 
tery commander for the 18th Field Artillery Bat- 
talion. After the end of World War II, he spent 15 
months in England taking a long gunnery staff 
course at the British Artillery School, and upon his 
return to the United States, he served as battalion 
executive officer, helping to organize the 16th Field 
Artillery Battalion. After coming overseas in Feb- 
ruary 1952, he served with V Corps Artillery as a 
testing officer before joining the 816th. 

Lt. Col. White says his responsibilities to his 
superiors are ‘“‘to produce an efficient combat unit,” 
and to his men are ‘“‘to see that they are well fed, 
well cared for, and that their rights are protected.”’ 

From his men he asks that they be ‘good, loyal 
soldiers.”
